In Japan, that 
same D to A Convertor was named Component of 
the Year. Then, the DA-10 was chosen for Design 
and Engineering Honors by the Consumer 
Electronics Shows. And the latest award for this 
piece is “BEST BUY” from International Audio 
Review. 





The DA-10 is a six-input digital to analog convertor. 
Besides two digital tape loops with full dubbing, a 
digital phase invertor, muting, and a lamp to indicate 





good input signal, the DA-10 comes equipped with a 
front panel adjustable Most Significant Bit (MSB) 
adjustment. This piece is a true Digital Studio! 
Using a totally discrete analog stage—as well a total- | 





ly discrete current to voltage stage—the DA-10's 
analog stage is DC-coupled and servo corrected to 
prevent DC offset. It uses a passive third-order 
Bessel anti-aliasing filter for minimum ringing and 
best group delay.
